To the players in 1967&ts It has boon my policy for' about a 
yoar that, onco paid for, a country belongs to the player, to do 
with as he will. And that includes the right not to play it at all,, 
However, while this is a workable policy in a seven man game where 
one, or at most two, players will let play lapse, it is not workable 
in a game in which two of the players each play three countries* 
Dick Schultz. playing France-Gormany-Austria , did not submit a 
"Winter 1902" order, and this was let pass. Now, however, he has 
failed to submit "Spring 1903" orders as well. The game is not 
playable if Schultz acts in this way. 

I am therefore going against my own policy (and wishes), in the 
following way, THE DEADLINE FOB "SPRING 1903" ORDERS IS ADVANCED 
TO 28 OCTOBE R 1967. If Schultz gets his moves in., he will of course 
continue play. Otherwise, possession for the French-Gorma'n-Itallan 
will pass'to the first player to get his "Spring 1903" moves in.
